Playa del Este, June 20.— (Delayed 
In transmission).— It is believed that 
General Calixto Garcia, whose forces 
V'ore taken to the east in order to co-op- 
erate with the United States nrmy in 
the capture of Santiago de Cuba, will 
be sent bad; with 3,000 of his men to 
stop the advance of Genera] Pando, the 
.Spanish commander, who, with 7,400 
troops, many pack horses and a quantity 
of cuttle, has arrived at a point VI inilei 
from Manzaiiillo going towards Santiago 
According to information which reaehet 
the flagship New York to-day from Col 
liios, in command of the Cuban army, 
Gen. Pando started from Manzanillo on 
June '22, and is travelling at the rat 
of 12 miles a day. The distance ti 
Santiago de Cuba is 127 miles and the 
roads leading there are rough and ditll 
cult to travel. The Cubans now oppos 
ing General Pando only number about 
two hundred men. 

On board the Associated Press de- 
spatch boat Dandy, off province of San 
tiago de Cuba, June 20, I! p.m., via 
Kingston, Jamaica, June 30;— The forces 
of the American army are being mob- 
ilized as rapidly as possible in the vicin- 
ity of Aguadores, four miles from San- 
tiago de Cuba. The moment the mobil- 
ization is completed the attack on Spain's 
last ditch in Eastern Cuba will be be- 
gun. When that will be, General Shaft 
er himself cannot say. The troops can 
be moved without serious delay and an 
pushing forward rapidly, but the move 
meat of the pack trains, wagons, ambit 
lances and artillery is taxing the ski'l 
and endurance of the officers and me: 

From Baiquiri, whep 
the artillery landed, to the present point 
of concentration the road tuiib through 
a tangle of undergrowth and dowu steep 
hillsides and over the treacherous swamp 
streams.

reached this point, but the siege t;iins 
are not within live miles of the van- 
guard. Shatter left his ship to-day and 
look up his quarters with General 
Wheeler at the front. His appearance 
there gave rise to the minor that an at- 
tack on Santiago would occur to-mor- 
row, but the .staff officers say to-night 
it is impossible to get the nrmy in shape 
to strike a blow for several days. 

About 2,000 troops are camped four 
miles east, of the besieged city nnd the 
remainder of the forces are stretched 
along the road from there to Jurngua 
and Baiquiri. The advance forces are 
in semi-circle, the left flank resting 
about two miles from tlie sea under com- 
mand of General Chaffee, with the ex- 
treme right,, under die command of Col. 
Miles, about a mile to the northwest. He- 
ginning with the 12th Infantry at the ex- 
treme left, the 7th, 17th, 4th, 25th and 
10th Infantry extend to the right in the 
order named. Beyond them picket lines 
are established three-quarters of a mile 
nearer Santiago city, being in plain sight 
of General Chaffee and Colonel Milea' 
troops. 

Much amusement bus been caused 
among officers by the large number of 
ted-cross lings Hying from buildings in 
Santiago. Several Hags can be counted 
to-day and it is reported that two more 
were hoisted to-night They are all 
flying from tlie largest and most promin- 
ent buildings and our oilicers say the 
Spanish soldiers evidently intend to pro- 
tect every place in the city offering a 
good mark for the American artillery.

Stikine Murderer Will Pay the Penalty 
at Nanaimo in August. 

Nanaimo, .Lino 30.— (Special.)— Glaus, 
the murderer of Hendrickson nnd Burns, 
who has boon on trial at the special as- 
sizes here, having been found guilty, 
was to-day sentenced to be hanged on 
August 2nd at Nanaimo.

Vancouver, June 30.— The advent oO 
fine midsummer weather is very wel- 
come to Vancouver, in that it assures 
a very big success for the Dominion 
Day festivities which, beginning to- 
morrow, Svill occupy the whole ot Satur- 
day also. There will be a continuous 
round of varied amusement. There nro 
billed for Friday a combined military 
and naval review, an intermediate la- 
crosse match between Vancouver and 
Nanaimo, and also the senior chamr 
pionship contest between Vancouver and 
Victoria, which is certainly to be keen- 
ly contested. There will also he con- 
tinued through the dny the shooting 
tournament of the Northwest Sports- 
men's Association, whilst in the even- 
ing the vessels of the ileet and a largo 
part of the city will he illuminated, a 
citizens' ball held in the Market hall 
and a military and naval ball at. the 
Hotel Vancouver. There will in addi- 
tion be a grand amateur performance 
of The Pantomime Rehearsal at tbo 
opera house. 

On Saturday another attractive pro- 
gramme is on the bill, including tko 
world's championship sculling race, 
which takes place at p.m. sharp, and 
is certain to attract many thousand 
spectators. In the morning there will 
be a regatta on the inlet, including; 
Indian races, and in the afternoon bicy- 
cle races and naval and other athletic 
sports at Brockton point. The shooting; 
tournament will be continued through 
the day and the ileet and city again 
illuminated by night. On both days 
there will be a continuous round of open 
air concerts, in which the City band 
and the Naval and Artillery bands will 
participate.

Big cattle ship- 
ments continue to be made to Dawson 
nnd other points through Vancouver, anil 
large consignments arc every, week be- 
ing scut North of liquors, food conic 
modifies and other necessaries. Tbo 
heavy rain of about , it. week ago beat 
down the hay in the Liilu Island district 
to some extent and also did some harm 
to the oat crop of the district. TheT 
return of fine weather, however, has 
prevented any serious mischief and both 
the oat and hay crop of the district pro- 
mise to be more than usually abundant. 
Mr. McLoughliu, who recently attempt- 
ed to corner oats and bay in British 
Columbia, appears to have given up thai 
undertaking. 

Mr. Thos. Cunningham, provincial 
fruit inspector, is carefully supervising 
shipments from the States. He has 
already condemned several consign- 
ments of apples. The small fruit yield 
of the district, around Vancouver will 
this year be very large. As far as 
strawberries are concerned, a few days 
will probably see the beginning of the 
end of the local season, and raspberries 
are already coming iu considerable quan- 
tities, Currants also are being market- 
ed in Vancouver by growers in the 
neighborhood. The dairy market for 
imported articles is exceedingly dull and 
will he for another thirty days, owing 
to the large quantity of local farmers' 
stuff coming into market. 

Many small holders in the Vancouver 
district will this year do well as a result 
mainly of their abundant small fruit 
crop.

ORDERED TO MOVE ON. 

Spanish Warships Notified to Leave

which arrived from Spain. The Egypt- 
ian government notified them that they 
could not allow this, that it must be 
stopped forthwith, and that they must 
also leave Port Said, as tlie 2-1 hours' 
limit had been greatly exceeded. The 
Spaniards then stated that their ships 
wanted repairs and began discharging 
coal and other material iu order to re- 
pair."

There being two parties <*> a battle and 
it might bo precipitated by either side 
and no one here knows what the Span- 
ish disposition is. Nor is much known 
respecting Gen. Shutter's plan of attack, 
although in his messages ol yesterday 
3ie indicated a pnq>ose to move early 
on the enerr.y as shown by his declaration 
lihat roinforecruenits could not reach him 
before he offered battle, and Secretary 
Alger was very much gratified when he 
Seamed to-day that direct telegraphic 
^communication now existed between 
Washington and Gen. Shafter's ho*d- 
iquartcrs at Sibouey. 

The opinion is held here that the 
aiavy will co-operate in the attack at 
Santiago and to that end part of Shaft- 
vers force is to movo immediately upon 
Morro Castle to capture the forts and 
■euuTjle the naval launches to open tbe 
^gateway into the harbor by removing the 
imines. The experience of the vessels 
while in Cmuitanarwo ^harbor- in pulling 
up the mines tlierc is expected to very 
Unuch facilitate the work at Santiago. 
No telegram came to ithe war department 
to-day from General :Slmfler and the un- 
derstanding here is that ho is employing 
his time to the J>est sid vantage in for- 
warding artillery and making ready- for 
the futzl struggle and assault upon San- 
tiago. 

It is not knosrn 'hew far the Spanish 
reinforce meats have advanced since .yes- 
terday but Geo. -Shatter has full know- 
ledge of their movements and it is be 
lieved he is not likely to delay his attack

JLAWS FOR THE POOP. 

Frsmoc to Put Efoavier Tax on Incomes 
•and Tny Pensions to Aged Work- ■ 
(People. 

Paris, June 30.— In tbe Chamber of 
leputies to-day., after announcing th 
cabinet's firm intention to cari-y out the 
democratic desires that the iieople had 
expressed at the recent elections, M. 
Brisson said the government proposed 
two principal reforms, fiscal and social, 
the first through a special bill replacing 
the taxes on .personalty and realty by 
a graduated income tax, the second by 
means of a retiring pension to working 
people. Tfce government, the .premier 
continued, also proposes to settle the 
Question of the succession duties, reform 
the liquor laws, create chambers of agri- 
culture and loyally carry out tbe econ- 
omic system established by tie Chamber 
in the industry and agriculture. It will 
attempt to curb the speculation which is 
so injurio-us to the agricultural and in- 
dustrial .production, will expedite prep- 
arations for notional defence and will 
settle the question of the formation of 
a colonial army and emigration to the 
colonies. 

In conclusion the premier eulogized the 
Russian alliance, promised freedom of 
discussion in the chamber, the' energetic 
defence of the law and society against 
attempted encroachments, and promised 
to uphold the supremacy of the civil 
power. A vote of confidence in the gov 
eminent was passed by 310 ayes to 230 
nays. 

M. Tassre moved an amendment to ex- 
clude die graduated income tax from tbe 
government's programme* but the prom 
ier refused to accept the amendment 
which was rejected by 314 to 271. 



STORMS IN HUNGARY. 

Great Destruction of Crops and Herds 
and Many Persons Killed. 

London, June 30.— The Vienna corres 
pondent of the Standard says: "During 
tbe lust few days there have been ter- 
rific thunder and hail storms with cloud- 
bursts in Hungary and probably in the 
northwest districts. Property and crops 
have been damaged or destroyed to the 
value of 40,000,000 fraucs. Many per- 
sons and innumerable animals have 
been killed. There have been similar 
storms in Austria, where also there have 
been fatalities and serious crop losses,

ada for five years. It has thus secured 
an absolute monopoly of oil refining in 
Canada. The possible effect on prices 
and on rates paid to producers is ex- 
citing a great deal of interest through- 
out Petrolea. There is no expectation 
that there will be an increase of prices 
to consumers, whatever may be the effect 
on profits realized throughout the coun- 
try.

— (Special)— The 
i\'auuimo opopa house was this evening 
crowded 'to 'the doors with an enthusias- 
tic ^audience including at least a hun- 
dred ladies who remained until nearly 
one o'clock to listen to speeches on the 
political issues of the day by Hon. Mr. 
Aborts and Mr. McGregor, the govern- 
auout candidate for Nanaimo city; Dr. 
McKechuie, the opposition candidate, 
and other gentlemen. Tbe Attorney- 
General received a most cordial recep- 
tion and made many friends for his gov- 
ernment from among those who were 
on the doubtful list. His speech was 
a clear statement of the government 
policy in striking contrast to the wild 
generalities dealt in by the opposition 
speakers. The meeting was an orderly 
one throughout, there being but few in- 
terruptions. The sensation of the even 
iiii; was the admission of Postmaster 
Brown, of New Westminster, the lieu 
tenant of Joseph Martin, that he wus in 
employer of Chinese. 

Mr. W. W. B. Melnnes, M.P., the 
chairman, explained that he had consent- 
ed to take tho position on the under- 
standing that the meeting would be a 
joint one. He called upon Mr. A. Mc- 
Gregor, the government candidate, who 
made a clear statement of his position 
and told something of his life, which has 
been spent since boyhood in Nanaimo. 
This was not the first time that he had 
been asked to run for a public position, 
but it was the first time that he had ac- 
cepted. Although he would give the 
Turner government it warm support he 
would not give them a slavish support. 
Ilis opponent was bound by two pledges 
—anti-Turner and nnti-Dunsmuir. Of 
his opposition to we government he 
would say nothing, but in his opposition 
to the Dunsmuirs he was taking an atti- 
tude of unnecessary hostility to the 
largest private corporation in the prov- 
ince. A man so blindly pledged as the 
opposition candidate could not accom- 
plish anything with the government at 
Victoria for he was sure the Turner gov- 
ernment would be returned to power. 
(Applause.) Mr. McGregor declared him- 
self ardently anti-Chinese and pointed 
out that he had never employed one him- 
self. (Applause.) 

Dr. McKechuie, the opposition can- 
didate, opened by a reference to coffins, 
throwing a gloom over the audience, and 
proceeded to speak about the pioneers 
who came to the province in '40, Mr. Mc- 
Gregor being one of them, and asked 
what good their coming at that time had 
done for the country. He denied that 
he was bound to the opposition and on 
the contrary contended that he was in- 
dependent. This he repeated later in 
the evening during a long explanation 
of why he had not changed places with 
Mr. Melnnos. He was in favor of a 
progressive policy, which, according to 
his idea, did not mean the opening up of 
the country by railways, but the aboli- 
tion of various taxes. 

Mr. J. C. Brown, the postmaster of 
New Westminster, who for several 
weeks has been touring the country, 
leaving his office to look after itself, 
made use of a lot of words, and figures 
but failed to give a single definite reason 
why lie was in opposition. He admit- 
ted that he differed with many on the 
Chinese question, in fact that he had 
engaged Chinamen to cut his wood and 
that he did not blame persons who en- 
gaged Chinese domestics. In conclu- 
sion Mr. Brown said the opposition lost 
the lust election because he (Mr. Brown) 
could not take part in the campaign 
and Mr. Cotton was locked up. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts had a very hearty 
reception, although it was the first time 
ho had addressed an audience at Na- 
naimo. He showed that the speech 
delivered by Mr. Brown was the same 
that that gentleman had been delivering 
for years throughout the country. The 
same predictions have boon made by 
the oppositionists but they have always 
met the same fate at the polls. Mr. 
Eberts denied that the papers on the 
Mainland have been subsidized by the 
nment; in fact he contented that mar 
government; in fact he contended that 
more money was being spent on news- 
papers by the opposition, particularly at 
Kara loops, than by the government. 
Mr. Brown on this matter, like all other 
matters, had dealt in glittering general- 
ities, never attempting to state facts 
or producing arguments to clinch them.

DBPBW TALKS OF EUROPE. 

Continental Feeling Hostile to the United 
States, l!ut the British 
Sympathetic, 

New York, June HO.— Dr. Cununcy M. 
Detrew arrived from Europe on the steamer 
Kn'.wr Wilhelin Uer tirosso to-day. He 
looked the picture of health, and was wel- 
comed by a tug load of prominent men. 
During Ids absence Dr. Depew spent con 
slderable time In France. He Bald the sen 
tluivnt there was most bitter against till! 
eo'intry, Every paper hi Fails except 
three unimportant ones published right 
along articles showing the greatest hostil- 
ity. It Is believed there that the object 
ot the United States in beginning the war 
was the extension of her territory, or im- 
perial extension. Tho sumo opinion, he 
declared, seems to prevail In Germany. In 
England there Is a complete reverse of 
sentiment. Six weeks' time has changed 
the feeling of 'Xi years, and nil animosities 
have been burled by tbe tide of sympathy 
niid universal approval and feeling ot rela- 
tionship, which Is binding the two nation 
against the world. Dr. Depew further 
said that In England everybody— classes 
and masses, rich and poor— Is with us. On 
the continent It is bitter hostility or Indif- 
ference. 

The French newspapers are all with 
Spain except three. Every morning 
Gaulols and Le Figaro— one representing 
the commercial classes and the other 
aristocracy and social power of Fraro 
have carefully prepared 'lenders against 
trying to prove that, under a pretence of 
humanity, we are really waging war 
against a weak nation for territorial 
gniadlzement. The evidences of hostility 
do not assume a dangerous form, hut petty 
annoyances and sometimes Insults are very 
common. Then a large portion of the 
Spanish debt Is held In France, and the 
lust loan of $8,000,000 which Spain secured 
was borrowed In Paris at a very high rate 
of Interest, at :!0 per cent, discount. 

The rest of Europe Is anxiously watching 
the apprehended entrance of the United 
States into their circle In the East. Their 
position Is one of distrust. The other 
powers are trying to solve the problem of 
the Influence upon their Interests of th 
Anglo-American alliance which they think 
either exists or Is Inevitable. Even If (lis 
[losed to interfere In our war. they are re- 
strained by the belief that any movement 
In that direction would precipitate an nili 
ance with England. Their newspapers dla 
i-uss our unprcparcdness for war and the 
Impossibility of our becoming n mllltary 
power until we have a large standing army 
and universal compulsory military service, 

English statesmen whom I have met all 
said, "Keep the Philippines, share with us 
China, and open ports In the East." One- 
snld: "You must Join the concert 
European nations. It is expensive, but 
joti cannot be an Hnstcrn power unless yoi 
belong to the band. Our Interests will at 
ways be identical, and the mutual benefits 
Incalculable. " 

They quiz us good-naturedly on our pro- 
testations of pure sentiment in this war. 
and say, *' Yes, yes, that Is the way we 
always get In, nnd th.'ii we stay. Chrlstl 
unity nnd civilization demand It. You 
know we give the beggars liberty, law, ol- 
der and justice which they never had be 
fore. It Is In your blood. You have conn 
by it honestly. You have aroused thi 
appetite of earth hunger, and you cannot 
stop."

DOMINION DAY. 

This is tlie 'thirty-first anniversary <>f 
the establishment of the Canadian Con- 
federation, the ait of union having takon 
effect on July 1st, 1 807. It was nut until 
four years later, to be exaei on July 2(), 
1S71, thai British Columbia was united 
[to the Dominion. It may be well tu 
mention that the confederation originally 
consisted of four provinces, namely Up 
per Canada, or what is now Ontarii 
Lower Canada, ov what is now Quebex, 
New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, The 
Northwest Territories, including Mani- 
toba, were acquired in 1S70 by the ex- 
tension of the' Hudson's Bay company's 
title, and Prince Edward's Island east. 
a her lot with the other provinces in 
L87§. 

The progress of the Dominion has been; 
reryi. remarkable, more so by reason of 
he increase of material, wealth and the 
extent of internal development than be- 
cause of tbe.grqwth in population. The 
confederation was regarded by very 
Many leading pulilie men as an espcri- 
] lent, ami for some time there appeared 
t> ho doubt as to its ultimate success 
This' bus now been removed, and it is 
silfe to. say that there is no country 
iji the world, whose component parts 
are more solidly welded together than 
eke those of Canada. With this increas 
ing solidarity has come a feeling of 
stronger affection for the Mother Coun- 
try^ always very prominent in British 
North America, and the last symptom of 
discontent, with British connection has 
long ago disappeared. 
[Taking a general view of the condition 
of the Dominion as a whole, it may be 
fairly stated that never in the course 
of its history was the prospect before 
it brighter than on this the thirty-first 
aiiniver.-ary of its natal duy. The fu- 
ture luoks roseate indeed. Tin? people 
are fall of hope and confidence.

The ease of Martin vs. .Manitoba Kree 
ro*s Co.. in action for libel brought in 
inniiohn in the year lSOil, attracted a 
very great deal of attention at the time 
Hid a subject with which the people 
British Columbia ought to be made 
flimiliar. ■because the plaint' f£ in the dist- 
il now seeking election in Vancouver and 
it is understood that, if he succeeds and 
lijlB a sulllcieut ' number of political 
friends returned with him to the house, 
lie will become premier of the province.

Or) 
the trial' o£ the endse the judge left corj 
t|jn questions to the jury, but these were 
lijjt answered! and a general Verdict was 
brought, in for the defendant.

by the newspaper, and a new trial was 
ordered. From this judgment the Free 
Press Company appealed to the Supreme 
court of Canada, and the question was 
there argued at full length and the Su- 
premo court held that the defendants 
not having pleaded the truth of the 
charge, the general finding 
their favor was not sufficient, in view 
of the fact that the jury stated that they 
hud not considered the material question, 
damply', the charge of personal dishon- 
esty. The judgment of the court was de- 
livered b.v Mr. Justice Patterson, who 
carefully reviewed all the evidence, in tin 
course of his observations using the fol- 
lowing language: 

"A good deal of evidence was given on 
the part of the defense in direct support 
of the charge of corrupt de-ding by the 
plaintiff. This evidence consisted chief- 
ly, and, it may be said, altogether of 
conversations with tin- puuiltlff sworn to 
by Mr. Buxton, the managing director 
of the defending company, and by other 
witnesses, and amounting, if believed to 
have taken place as stated, to an ex- 
press admission by the plaintiff that the 
design of the $500 a mile provision was 
to provide money lor use, either person- 
ally or as members of a political party, 
by himself and others." 

The Supreme court of Canada declined 
to interfere with the judgment of the 
court of Manitoba, Judge Patterson say- 
ing, "On the whole, the case is clearly 
one in which the order for a new trial 
cannot hi? said to have been improper." 
It may bo mentioned in this connection 
that the rule of the courts is that where 
new trials have been granted by one ap- 
pellant tribunal a higher tribunal will not 
reverse the judgment unless it is clearly 
improper, It does not follow from the fact 
that the Supreme court of Canada re- 
fused to disturb the judgment of the Su- 
preme court of Manitoba granting a new 
trial that, if the ease had come in the 
first place before the Supreme court of 
Canada, such a judgment would have 
been given. i 

Mr, Martin having been afforded by 
the judgment of the court na opportun- 
ity to bring his case once more before 
a Manitoba jury, where the defendant 
would have been tn a position to conduct 
his defense in the light" of .the law (is hlH 
down by the two appellant tribunals, de- 
clined to do so; find tne case stands as it 
stood when Mr. Justice Patterson of the 
Supreme court of Canada said that there 
was "a good deal of evidence on the part 
of the defense in direct support, of the 
personal charge of corrupt dealing by the 
plaintiff." We submit to the people of 
Vancouver, who have directly to deal 
with Mr. Joseph Martin, and to the peo- 
ple of the other constituencies who have 
to deal with candidates running in the in- 
terests of the patty of which Joseph Mar- 
tin is to be the leader, whether they 
ought, while so grave a statemcn* con- 
fronts Mr. Martin, which it is reasonable 
to suppose he would hi' anxious to dis- 
prove, and would disprove, if it were not 
true, to extend to him that confidence 
which the people ought' to have in a repre- 
sentative and a possible premier. It. 
no reason for objecting to n public man 
that charges of dishonesty have been 
made against him, and if such an one 
prefers simply to ignore them and rely 
upon his general reputation and facts 
which are the common knowledge of all 
men for his justification, he is entitled 
to the benefit of every doubt and has a 
right to iusist that his detractors shall 
make good their libellous allegations be- 
fore the public shall give them any cred- 
ence. Mr. Martin did not take this 
course, lie felt flu- sting of the observa- 
tions of the Free Press. He was not 
satisfied to leave bis reputation in the 
hands of his fellow citizens, trusting to 
his general record to clear his name of 
tin' aspersions which that, newspaper 
hail made against it, He set the machin- 
ery of the law in motion. The question 
involved was submitted \6 a jury of his 
neighbors and they decided that the re- 
marks of the Free Press were proper 
and found a verdict accordingly. Mr. 
Martin was not content with this, but 
carried the matter to the highest court in 
tin? laud, and that tribunal in the most 
solemn manner possible placed it on rec- 
ord among the imperishable archives of 
Canada that evidence had been given 
against Joseph Martin, Attorney-General 
if Manitoba, which if believed showed 
him to have been guilty of corrupt prac- 
tices. And from that day to this, Mr. 
Martin has never so much as moved his 
hand to vindicate his character from this 
dreadful reflection. Comment seems 
superfluous, but. we may be permitted to 
:idd that if .Mr. Martin felt that he could 
iiccessfully meet, the allegations made 
against him, he should have been only 
too ready tn remove the stigma cast upon 
his character, first by the verdicl of tie- 
Jury and secondly by the language em- 
ployed by .Mr. Justice Patterson. He 
lias nol seen lit, to do so. He conies be- 
fore the voters of British Columbia ask- 
ng' to be placed in charge of the previa 
Mai treasury with such an allegation 
frojh such a source hanging over him 
,1ml not. answered. "A good deal of evi-

THE E. & X. GRANT. 

Several gentlemen wno are candidates 
for the provincial legislature have dechu 
ed that they are resolved to have the 
island railway grant administered in a 
manner consistent with the welfare of 
the country and if necessary by the gov- 
ernment, and to have the right of the 
railway company In the grant fairly test- 
ed and decided in the courts. There is a 
slang word, buncombe, which suits this 
declaration perfectly. The men who have 
made it know perfectly well that there 
is nothing that they or anyone else can 
do in the premises by legislative means. 
The E. & N. railway grant is as much 
private property as is any ranch in Brit 
ish Columbia and the legislature has no 
power whatever to say how it shall b 
administered. The rights of the railway 
company in the grant depend upon a con- 
tract made between the company and the 
Dominion government, and it is unfair to 
the "persons living within the limits of the 
grant to lead them to suppose that the 
legislature of British Columbia can take 
any action in the matter. If the powers 
possessed by the company over the hind 
are greater than in the interests of the 
country they should be, the place to seek 
for relief is at Ottawa. The Colonist 
does not say that it might not be in the 
public interest to re-cast the terms of 
the bargain between the Dominion and 
the E. & N. Hallway Company. As a 
matter of fact, it is quite prepared to 
admit that the light, which events have 
cast upon that contract shows that the 
government of the Dominion in framing 
it, did not sutllcicntly appreciate the prob- 
able developments of the future, nor does 
the Colonist understand that the com- 
pany is at all averse to any reasonable 
lie-adjustment of its interests; but it. must 
not be forgotten that those interests in 
ijho hind are not conditional but abso- 
lute, so long at least as the company con- 
tinues to maintain and operate its rail- 
Way. If the legislature of British Col- 
umbia at its next session should pass a 
law declaring the grant to the E. & N. 
Railway Company void, which is stating 
die .mutter in the extreme way, and thin 
is the best way to bring out the truth 
<if a principle, the Governor-General 
would immediately disallow the act. be- 
cause it would be in violation of a con- 
tract between tin.' province and the Do- 
minion. When the E. & N. railway was 
projected, it was agreed b.v the Domin- 
ion government that if the province 
would give a certain amount of land to 
the Dominion, to be used in subsidizing a 
railway, the latter would supplement the 
laud by such financial aid as might be 
necessary to secure the building of the 
line. It is a mutter of history, for the 
truth of which we refer to any persons 
\ylio are in the opposition or the govern 
ment ranks and were resident in Brit 
Uh Columbia at the time, that Hon. Rob 
ci-t Dunsmuir was strongly averse to ac- 
cepting' the terms offered and building the 
railway, and that it was only after strong 
personal persuasion on the part of the 
Marquis of Lome that he was induced 
to enter into the contract It is also a 
matter id' history that the signing of the 
contract anil the beginning of work up- 
on the railway was heralded in Victoria 
and all over Vancouver Island as the 
dawn of brighter days for this part, of 
the country. The gentlemen above re- 
ferred to as having signed the pledge in 
regard to this subject actually proposi- 
ti) undo all this arrangement and re-vest 
the lands in the provincial government. 
They must know how powerless they 
would be to accomplish that, and they 
must also realize that if such a power 
was vested in the local legislature, its 
exercise would involve the outlay of a 
very large sum of money in' order to re- 
compense the company for what it 
would be called upon to surrender. The 
position which the Colonist takes in this 
matter is this: That 1 if the company is 
to be asked to give up anything which 
it received as a part of the consideration 
for constructing the railway, the party 
to negotiate for the surrender and pay 
such compensation as may be necessary 
is the party that made the bargain with 
the company, namely, the Dominion gov- 
ernment. For a certain acreage of land 
to bo given by the province the Domin- 
ion undertook to secure the construction 
f a railway. If the Dominion mild 

d bargain for the people, it should 
et it. right, and the people who live ii 
Vancouver, the lower Fraser, Yale, Cas 
sinr, Cariboo, and Kootenay ought not to 
lie asked to put their hands in their 
cckets and pay for flu? mistakes uiaili 
y the Dominion authorities on Vnneou- 
er Island. The gentlemen who have 
signed the pledge know perfectly well 
that they could not secure the support of 
their friends on the Mainland in car- 
rying it out, even if the provincial legis- 
lature had power to interfere. If 
the government is sustained, when the 
claim for fair play is urged nt Ottawa, 
one of the subjects which may be prop- 
erly taken into consideration is the status 
of the E. & N. railway belt, and the 
claims which the settlers thereon make. 
If there are evils to be redressed they 
will in such ease be redressed by the 
power responsible for their existence. 
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OUK AVAILABLE DOMAIN. 



The News-Advertiser goes . on record 
as saying that "not -more at best than 
."0,000,000 acres can in British Colum- 
bia be held with much advantage as hind 
either for agriculture, for horticulture, 
pi- for building purposes, and that of these 
)0,000,000 acres at: least three-fourths 
)ire, and under the best of circumstances 
long will remain, inaccessible and im- 
possible to profitable settlement." AVo 
do not hesitate to pronounce this as the 
greatest slander that has over been per- 
petrated ion British Columbia. In the 
lirst place, the News-Advertiser is wrong 



in its estimate of the quantity of land 
suitable for occupation in British Co- 
lumbia. In its desire to injure the pro- 
vincial government it revives Mr. 
Blake's picturesque slander of the prov- 
ince, describing it as a "sea of moun- 
tains," In the second place, the News- 
Advertiser is wrong in its remarks in 
regard to the remoteness and inaccessa- 
billty of the hinds in this province suit- 
able for occupation. It is quite true 
that if the policy advocated by the News- 
Advertiser prevailed, the vast tracts 
throughout this province which are suit- 
able for occupation would forever remain 
inaccessible. But, happily, this has not 
hitherto prevailed and it will not pre- 
vail hereafter, but under an enlightened 
policy of development, devised and car- 
ried out by Mr. Turner and the gentle- 
men who are associated with him, there 
is not a corner of the province, be it ever 
so remote, which is not likely at a very 
early date to become occupied by a pros- 
perous and enterprising people. We pro- 
test that such a slander as this should 
have been reserved for some other time 
than a period when every effort is being 
made to attract British capitalists to 
British Columbia. There is in British 
Columbia, east of the Rocky Mountains, 
and in the Bencc River valley, nearly 
ils great an area as the News-Advertiser 
now says is fit for occupation and can 
lie made accessible in the near future, 
which area the News-Advertiser states 
is not more than one-quarter of 50,000,- 
000 acres, or 12,500,000 acres. The 
evidence which has been accumulated in 
regard to this part of the province shows 
that it contains some of the finest land 
in the whole Dominion, at a sufficiently 
low elevation to enjoy favorable climatic 
conditions. It is well known that the 
federal government has in contemplation 
the construction of a railway through 
this country, which will thus at a very 
early day be available to settlers. It 
ought to be known to the News-Adver- 
tiser, if it is not, that on. the west of 
the Rockies,' in the great area bounded 
b.v the Nechacq river on the south, .and 
extending northward an indefinite. 'dis- 
tance, there is an area which it is a libel 
to call a sea of mountains, concerning the 
adaptability of which for settlement 
there is abundant testimony. In short, 
we believe it can be stated with perfect 
truth thai lying north of the 54th paral- 
lel in British Columbia, there is a great- 
er area lilted fur agriculture and stock- 
ralsng and settlement than tlie News- 
Advertiser says is to lie found in the 
whole province. The available area ly- 
ing south of the 54th parallel cannot 
very well be estimated, because it is more 
less broken b.v mountain ranges, but 
is very much larger than was at. one 
time thought. The experience of British 
Columbia is the same us that of every 
other new country. At the outset, set- 
tlers were under the impression that the 
area available for agriculture was 
very limited, but as time pusses it is be- 
ing found that much land regarded -as of 
lie value is really quite the reverse. This 
rule prevailed in the eastern part of 
Canada. Reference may be made es- 
pecially to one portion of the province 
of New Brunswick which fifty years ago 
was marked upon all the phins as worth- 
less. It is now the seat of one of the 
finest agricultural communities in Can- 
ada. It will be interesting to those 
persons who are fond of depreciating 
the agricultural possibilities of British 
Columbia to know that in the opinion 
of so-called experts the whole of North- 
ern Maine, now forming tlie county of 
Aroostook, which was surrendered under 
the Ashburton Treaty by the British 
government, was regarded as unfit for 
Settlement both because of the rigor of 
its winters and the lack of fertility of its 
soil. At present, Aroostook is regarded 
as the garden of New England, and in 
all directions are to be found beautiful 
farming districts, dotted with thriving 
towns and villages. It is not long ago 
that an idea prevailed in Quebec- that 
the land around Lake St. John was of 
no value. The contrary has been demon- 
s' t rated to the satisfaction of everyone-, 
Until within three years ago, everyone' 
thought all the hind around James' Bay, 
the southern prolongation of Hudson's 
Hay, must forever be regarded as unlit 
for habitation, and that the Labrador 
peninsula would remain forever sealed 
against colonization ami development 
We have learned that around this great 
inland sea there is .room for a population 
to bo numbered possibly by millions. In 
the earlier books upon Canada, we were 
told that the country lying to the north 
of Manitoba was waste. The other day 
Premier Greenway spoke of thousands of 
square miles there fitted for occupation 
by settlers the moment facilities were pro- 
vided for it. In the American House of 
Congress when the Alaska purchase was 
under consideration, Congressman Den- 
ton protested ago hist it because; hi? said, 
)t was well known that, everything north 
pf the straits of Juan de Fuca was given 
over to darkness and desolation. The 
men who perpetrated the slanders upon 
Ihe great north land, which is to be the 
jhome of the most virile race in the 
[world, are for the most part dead, but 
a belater survivor lingers in the editorial 
chair of the News-Advertiser, and look- 
ing around him, through eyes jaundiced 
b.v perrenjal disappointments, sees noth- 
ing but. what is- discouraging and do- 
oressing. The Colonist will take occas- 
ion by and bye, when the turmoil of elec- 
■ 



Hons is over, to show in detail how base 
a slander the Vancouver paper has seen 
fit to utter against the province. At 
present, it simply takes this opportunity 
to say that it is a poor cause which 
needs to be bolstered up by decrying 
not only what is the most promising 
province in Canada, but one of the most 
promising portions of the Empire. 

The people of Nelson in drawing up a 
set of rules for the government of the 
opposition candidates prepared one 
calling for the "passage of a 
general railway act, which will allow 
the building of railways by bona fide 
railway men without 'cost to the- province 
cither in cash subsidies or land grants," 
This is a departure from the recognized 
British system of legislation in regard to 
railways, and is in accordance with the 
plan followed in the neighboring state of 
Washington. It is not necessary in that 
state for any person who desires to con- 
struct a railway, to appeal to the legis- 
lature for an act of incorporation. In 
fact the constitution of the state- ex- 
pressly prohibits the legislature (from 
passing special legislation of any descrip- 
tion. This plan was adopted for the 
purpose of holding the railway magnates 
in that state in check but it has had no 
such effect, and' the imaginary indepen- 
dent railway builder, of whom our op- 
position friends love to think so much, 
is just as little in evidence in the state 
of 'Washington as he is in British Co- 
lumbia'. So 'far as preventing what is 
known as charter-mougoriug goes, the 
Washington plan is nn utter failure. 
Any man who wants to do so can get a 
charter to build a railway any place and 
the result has been that lines have been 
located in a great many directions and 
the promoters of them, who had no more 
capital than their ingenuity, have been 
able in many cases to dispose of imag- 
inary franchises to their great advant- 
age! There is a very wide distinction, 
between the two systems, and while ad- 
mitting that there are sumo features of 
the Washington system which are laud- 
able, we have no doubt that the great 
balance of advantage is on the side of 
the Canadian system. Railways are 
quasi public works and the control of 
them should be kept in the hands of the 
legislature, which can scrutinize the mer- 
its oK any scheme that is proposed and 
inquire into the bona fides of the men 
who are promoting them. We note also 
that the Nelson oppositionists in this 
peculiar plank of theirs have got about, 
as far away from the government owner- 
ship of railways advocated by their op- 
position confreres as they ever could. 



The Nelson Economist is at. hand with 
the names of the gentlemen who are 
acting us a committee for Mr. Farwell.

The Yukon and Hootalinqua com- 
pany's new river steamer Reindeer was 
given a trial trip yesterday afternoon 
and gave a splendid demonstration of 
speed and steadiness. Under ordinary 
pressure the steamer runs sixteen knots 
and when under high pressure the speed 
is increased to seventeen knots. She 
left Sprat ifc Cray's wharf at 2 o'clock 
with a large number aboard, principally 
of steamboat men. Race socks was 
headed for and after making a circuit- 
ous run in the straits the steamer re- 
turned to Sprntt & Gray's wharf at 5 
o'clock. The Reindeer is thoroughly 
modern in her appointment and build, 
and is supplied with very fine machinery. 
Her dimensions are: Length, 120 feet; 
beam, 22 feel ; and depth of hold, 5 feet. 
When light the steamer draws 22 inches 
of water, and when fully loaded, or in 
other words, when carrying 150 tons of 
freight, she will draw but six inches 
more water. The vessel is to leave 
shortly for the Yukon, where she will 
run in conjunction with the 'steamer 
Alpha, now due from Halifax, and 
which will convoy her to St. Michael's. 
In addition to her own freight she will 
tow the barge Elk, loaded, up the river. 
She will be in command of Capt. G. H. 
Fulton, but. was yesterday in charge of 
Capt. McNeil. 

BROUGHT INTO COURT. 
On Monday the wreck of the steamer 
Jane Gray, together with her cargo and 
appurtenances, as also a steam launch, 
will be sold by Capt. Walbran, of the 
government steamer Quadra, at Kuy- 
fjuot and bids for her purchase being 
received by letter mail being up till 2 
o'clock on the day of the sale.

They claim that the 
McDougall & Southwick Co. hud ex- 
clusive possession, management, opera- 
tion, use and control of the schooner 
on n voyage to Kootzebus Sound; that 
prior to May 1!) they advertised foi- 
ls ml solicited passengers and freight for 
the voyage; each plaintiff alleges that he 
?G0 for passage for himself and freight; 
that nt the instance of the defendants 
lie. went aboard the schooner on May 1!), 
1S98, and on that day they left Seattle. 
The allegation is made thnt the schoon- 
er was old, weak, defective and rot- 
ten, in bad repair and unsea worthy, 
which wns known to the defendants 
nnd unknown to the plaintiff, although 
he claims he exercised due care in as- 
certaining her condition; that the de- 
fendants carelessly nnd unskillful!}- 
built a cabin on the deck of the ship 
nnd carelessly overloaded the vessel; 
also placed an incompetent, master in 
charge. The complainant then cites the 
loss of the vessel on Mny 22 and each 
plaintiff claims $5,000 damages, caused 
by hardships and personal suffering; $C0 
for passage money paid: $500 for loss 
of his time; $10 for money paid in re- 
turning to Seattle. Each also claims 
the cost of his outfit. These vary to 
correspond with the differences in' the 
total damages of each, as above set 
forth. The plaintiffs allege that the 
foundering of the vessel was through 
no fault of theirs nnd that the defend- 
ant refuses to pay the damages claimed.

Hycs otherwise good enough- become weak 
under such conditions. The weakness may 
1)0 due to an error of refraction, and, under 
most conditions the accommodative power 
of the eye is strong enough, to overcome 
he error. lint, under such atmospheric or 
llmntlc conditions ns 1 have mentioned, 
he accommodation is lessened, and the eye 
cannot find relief except by the use of 
glnsses. They should generally he convex.

In addition to these onuses of weakened 
vision, It Is hardly necessary to mention 
the common evils of tobacco rtmi alcoholic 
stimulants, Again, If the strong constitu- 
tion of n hoy cannot save Ms eyes from 
their thousand and one uses, how can frail 
women escape. The ever-tn creasing nr.my 
of women workers in shops unit offices, unci 
the new avenues of employment opening to 
them, swell the number of spectacle-wear- 
ers. It has been my purpose to point out 
thnt it Is not the serious ami very ptnln 
errors of refraction that cause the most, of 
an optician's patronage, nnd he must often 
Attribute tiie loss of visual ncuteness to 
other causes.

Martin claimed that he had been atrocious 
ly libelled by the Free Press of Winnipeg 
In connection with the $.j(Ki a mile clause 
in the contract with the Northern Pnclfi 
and Manitoba Hallway Company, but that 
a jury of Winnipeg's best citizens found a 
verdict for the newspaper company, 
went on to say that I did not wish to In- 
jure Mr. Martin, and would say that a new 
trial was ordered, but no new trial wr 
ever had.

ALASKAN TOURISTS. 

To the Editor: Will you kindly find 
spueo Iu your valuable paper for these few 
words of -warning to tourists. Intending to 
visit the Mulr glacier. We were Informed 
that the rush there was so great that It 
would be desirable to take our tickets as 
long us possible in advance, there being 
only one good passenger steamer, tho 
IJueen. We, therefore, bought our tickets 
und numbered cabins, In the middle of 
April! It seems illmoat Incredible, but It 
is nevertheless a fact, that on arriving at 
Tacoiua on June 15th we were coolly In- 
formed that the Queen had been taken off 
elsewhere, the Cottage City was going In 
her place, and nothing whatever wan 
known about our passages on her! I need 
hardly say that Indignation at all this ut- 
ter want of either good faith or common 
honesty In a steamship company Is quite 
thrown away In the U. S. A. But as wt> 
hud travelled many thousands of miles to 
see this glacier, we did not like to turn 
buck. We then asketl could we nee the 
Cottage City, and were the cabins .the 
same as on board tho Queen, and should wo 
have priority of choice from having hail 
our tickets so long ? But no— no Informa- 
tion of any kind would be given, and the 
steamer did not come alongside the wharf 
till a short time before It departed, and, 
to crown all, the numbers of the cabins 
and the fact of our rights were utterly re- 
pudiated, and we had to get what we could, 
of the most cramped, uncomfortable de- 
scription. Three berths were • actually 
squeezed into u cabin Ux:s feet, by 5x8 feet, 
and for this we had paid $80 each— two 
persons In one cabin. If a third passen- 
ger had been put Into It, wo should have 
forcibly remonstrated. The food was. inn 
bad as It could be, no batli of any sort Jiv 
the ship, no covered house of any kind. ,to 
sit In on deck to see- the views (and It was- 
bitterly cold), and as most of the little 
space there was on deck was crammed wltlv 
cargo, the only place for the tourists' 
chairs w'as a small, draughty spot in tho 
stern, covered . by an old awning, full of 
holes, through, which the water poured in 
cascades, whenever It rained, which It tllrl 
oil all but two of the days of this trip. Wo 
Stopped at different places to take In ami 
hind cargo, but when it was only the, Muli- 
glaeler, this mteduier. arrived at tills, In 
comparable sight at 7::Hi a,- in. and departM 
at 1^ p. m., nnd, to our bittej- disappoint- 
ment, we were not taken to the Yukon 
glacier, which Is not far off. And for this* 
little peep we had coble up 1.2T0 miles, audi 
to return the same distance, all by sea, i in 
this Ill-found steamer 1 Would such a> 
state of things be tolerated In j any country 
hut the U. S. A.? ' ' ' 

It Is quite clear to the mind of a for- 
eigner that someone ought to bo prosecut- 
ed, but I fear it would be useless. Wo 
find that those on board who took ordinary, 
tickets from Tacoma to Skagway nnl(l,?37, 
and from Skagway to Tacoma %Vi\

OPERATIONS ON "CHANGE;' 

Very Quiet Stock and Money Markets, 
With Decline In Sterling Exchange 
the Feature. 

New York, June 30.— The dulness of tho 
stock market to-day Justified the judgment 
of the members. of the Stock Exchange that 
it was hardly worth while to keep open for 
Saturday's half holiday's trading, preced- 
ing .Monthly's holiday. A great part of ,tt>- 
dav's business consisted of closing up out- 
standing contracts, preparatory to three 
days' cessation of trading. The dulness- 
of the market is In striking contrast, to the 
excitement and nervousness which dictated. 
Hit! abolition of the usual stock exchange 
holiday oa Good Friday last, when there 
was dally expectation of the presentation 
of the report on the Maine disaster to 
congress, and an outbreak of hostilities 
against Spain. Stock exchange members: 
then Insisted upon holding a. session to af- 
ford an opportunity to sell stocks, In tho- 
fear of what has now netually come trr- 
pass, with prices firmly maintained. Dull 
as to-day's market was, tho demand for 
stocks exceeded the supply, nnd there was. 
a quiet absorption of securities, through a 
widely extended list. A movement, to- 
realize on tho day's advances into in the 
afternoon caused a sharp reaction, which 
was most marked in the stocks which had! 
shown the largest gains. A decline In 
sterling exchange, In response to tho lower- 
ing of the Bank of England discount rnte- 
vv-as a feature of the day.

On motion of the chairman a vote of 
thanks was passed to the resident medi- 
cal ofllcer, (matron and employees -of the 
hospital for the efficient services rend- 
ered by fhem during the past .war. In 
closing lti-H remasrks the president re- 
ferred to the retirement of Messrs. 
'Chudley -and Yates from the board, upon 
which they bad acted for so many years. 
Tie said' their loss would be a source of 
general regret as their services while 
-directors of trro hospital had been prac- 
tical and always directed towards the 
further advancement of that institution. 
He. thought also that the thanks of all 
concerned were due to Hon. Dr. Heloo 
ken tor the exertions made by him in 
placing the 'hospital on a financially 
sound bnsis, by arousing flic interest 61 
the citizens generally to this end. He 
felt sure that the forthcoming year 
would witness a similar continuance of 
popularity and prosperity. 

Dr. Hasell on behalf of the staff and 
himself acknowledged suitably the kind 
expressions which had been made by the 
chairman. This concluded the mooting. 

The following are the reports of the 
directors and treasurer of the board for 
the year just ended.. The medical of- 
ficer's report was nlso read. Tho whole 
•wore duly adopted. 

DIRECTORS' REPORT. 
The following are the principal matters 
of Interest to report In connection with the 
working of the hospital for the past 12 
months: 

It will perhaps be remembered that when 
.presenting the previous year's accounts, at 
.the last annual meeting. It was pointed out 
that the audit haJ not been completed 
..Consequently one of the tlrst things at 
tended to by the newly elected directors 
was the appointment of an auditor, who, 
we regret to state, reported some Irregu 
larltlcs. These, however ,were afterward 
satisfactorily adjusted, and the auditor 
was thereby enabled to submit a complet 
certified balance sheet. 

The system of allowing nil duly xegls 
tered medical practitioners to attend 
tlents at the hospital, lias been continued 
with highly gratifying results. The fro< 
patients, us heretofore, have received ever} 
attention, whilst the increased Income from 
paying - patients has enabled the dir 
to add to the efficiency of the hospital 
and they are now making some much 
needed repairs to the buildings. 

The exterior and Interior of the besj/tal 
lias been repaired, and the painting is now 
being done. The work has for years been 
greatly needed for the better preservation 
of the buildings. Considerable necessary 
refurnishing has been done, and inoderi 
porcelain baths have been placed in tb 
three wards. A new 10-foot range has 
been placed In the kitchen. The neces- 
sary surgical Instruments have been or 
dcred, to replace those worn out. A good 
modern microscope has also been ordered 
The water service has been Improved, and 
now affords better protection in 
fire, besides giving a good supply for house- 
hold purposes. The grounds, too, have 
been considerably Improved by the plant- 
ing of fruit and shade trees, and the laying 
out of flower beds. The liberality of Mr 
George Jay has been i great factor In for 
warding tlds Improvement. 

The ladles of the Aginorian Society havt 
Installed electric lights throughout .tlx 
hospital, and have built two reeovry 
looms adjoining the IVmberton operating 
theatre. The directors can assure thest 
ladies that their good works are most ac- 
ceptable, and are fully appreciated. Our 
thanks are extended to them for 
material evidences of their goodwill and 
voluntary assistance. 

Notwithstanding 1 hose Improvement 
much remains to be done, the work of tirst 
Importance being additional' rooms for at 
least lii patients, a larger laundry, accom 
inodatlon for a larger number of nurses, a 
modern sterilizing plant, an X ray appar- 
atus, and a cottage for certain cases which 
cannot with safety be taken into the bos 
pual proper. 

It Is gratifying to note the Increasing 
number of patients who come from other 
cities to be treated at this hospital 
tracted by the high reputation of our 
medical staff and the healthful climate of 
Victoria, which Is well known on the Paci- 
fic coast and throughout Canada. The 
spacious grounds and charming views, 
added to tho suburban surroundings of the 
Jubilee hospital, are much appreciate] by 
the sick and convalescing. We wo lid 
recommend to our successors In office that 
they make every effort to Increase the elTl- 
clencv and attractions of the Institution, 
imtll'lt reaches a state of perfection not 
found elsewhere. 

In June last Dr. W. A, Richardson, M. D., 
teslgncd his position ns resident medical 
officer, after seven- years of faithful Her 
vice, and the vnenney has been (Hied by 
the appointment of Di. B. Hasell, M. It. C. 
8., England. r>r. Hasell has been long 
and favorably known In this province mid 
the cities on I'nget Sound. He took charge 
en October 1st last, and after seven 
months' service the directors have every 
reason to lie well satisfied with their selec- 
tion. 

In September last the hospital was hon- 
ored by the visit of Lord Lister, president 
of thr- Royal Society, and party. Opportu- 
nity was taken to enter fully with Ills 
Lordship Into the details of the working of 
the Institution, and It affords the directors 
great pleasure to state that Lord Lister 
expressed the most favorable opinion of 
tho hospital and Its management. 

The directors have much pleasure In 
thanking the visiting medical officers for 
their attention at all times, and their Inde- 
fatigable exertions on all occasions to pro- 
mote the welfare of the patients and popu- 
larity of tiie Institution. 

The directors desire to place on record 
their appreciation of the bequest of $300 
by the late L. K. Erb, and ?100 from tho 
Irtto J. Andrews, and the donations from 
those whoso names appear on the list pre- 
sented herewith. 

The efforts of the Ladles' Auxiliary have 
been sustained, resulting In nil Increased 
sum being added towards the establish- 
ment of a children's ward, for which the 
directors thank them. 

The Arlon Club has again been mindful 
of the sick, and cheered tho Inmates of 
llie hospital on Christmas Day by giving 
an enjoyable concert In tin? wards. The 
directors assure Conductor Grclg and bis 
associates that they fully appreciate their 
kindly act. 

The directors extend their thanks to the 
management of the Canadian Pacific Itatl- 
wav company and the Canadian Pacific 
Navigation company for free transportation 
given to members of the hospital staff 
when asked for.

Rossland, June 27.— The adjourned 
meeting of the Bo Roi company called 
for the purpose of confirming the sale of 
the mine to the British America Corpor- 
ation was held at the ollices of the com- 
pany to-night, but nothing was done and 
an adjournment was taken until 10 to- 
n-.orrow morning. A large delegation of 
shareholders was in town who came by 
special engines, extra trains and ordin- 
ary every day passenger service, but it 
was anticipated in advance of the meet- 
ing that nothing would be done at the 
meeting so that only a half dozen stock- 
holders were present when it convened 
in the Le Roi ollices on the hill. Roll 
call disclosed the fact that there was 
nothing like a quorum present, as only 
a few scattering blocks of stock were 
represented. The pooled stock which 
.formed a majority of the capitalization 
was not voted, as Senator Turner, one 
oj the trustees, has no wish to bring mat 
ters'to a focus just now, while Colonel 
W. W. D. Turner, another of the trus 
tees, has been restrained by an injunc 
tion from voting the stock in the poo!. 

On the discovery that the meeting was 
destitute of a quorum, W. B. Ileyburn 
solicitor for the B. A. O, who was pre 
cut, moved Unit an adjournment be taken 
until to-morrow morning at 10 o'cloci 
and tho motion carried. Accordingly the 
company will make an effort again to- 
morrow morning to settle the complicu 
lions which are now growing more and 
more intricate. 

Senator Turner, the head and front of 
the opposition to the sale, declined to dis- 
cuss the meeting on the ground that he 
was not present. lie likewise declined 
to say anything about the effect of in- 
junctions secured by him against the 
company and members of it. 

"Are you still confident that the deal 
will not go through?" he was asked 

"I am satisfied that the property of the 
Le Roi company will not be sold," the 
senator replied emphatically. 

"In case that the sale is not confirmed 
would you object to having the B.A.C. 
remain in charge of the property as at 
present?" 

"1 am not aware that the B.A.C. it 
now in charge of the property, and I cer- 
tainly should object, to having the cor- 
poration operate the mine if it does not 
own it.'"
